With town meeting com- 
pleted, the Selectmen will be 
turning their attention to a list 
of priorities established for 
themselves. 

Prior to the annual session, 
Chairman Milton Greenberg 
asked his colleagues to set upa 
list of items and number them 
in priority order in order that 
they could set about a schedule 
for action in the months ahead. 

Among the top priority items 
are the Hewlett-Packard 
development in West Andover, 


the future of the central. 


business district planning and 
Elm Square traffic, land use 
policy, regional planning and a 
water rate policy. 

The water rate policy has 
been pretty well established 
and set for implementation. It 
will effect large water users 
when a new rate goes into 
effect in the summer, 

As for the Hewlett-Packard 
property, the selectmen are 
still awaiting the “triger’’ ac- 
tion to begin the town’s phase of 
the development of the West 
Andover Industrial area. 

There will be no commitment 
by the town for the construction 
of a trunk sewer line until such 
time as H-P obtains a building 
permit. 

Whether the $2.5 million 
available for sewer line con- 
struction will be sufficient 
remains to be seen. The funds 
were approved at the annual 
town meeting in the spring of 
1973, and costs have risen sub- 
stantially since then. 

The medical electronics firm, 
which was to initiate construc- 
lion work this spring, is now 
looking toward an early 
summer starting date. . 

The future of the central 
business district will be aided in 
the planning process by the sur- 
vey to be taken in conjunction 
with the state census during 
May. 

The information obtained in 
the questionnaire which will ac- 
company the census form, will 
be used to determine what the 
townspeople desire in the way 
of future commercial and 
business planning for the town. 

With these results, the 
selectmen intend to set a direc- 
tion for the planning of the 
downtown area, including the 
traffic conditions in Elm

Commission Takes Issue 
With Bicentennial Stamp 


The Andover Bicentennial 
Commission, has registered 
objection and’ disappointment 
with the Postmaster General of 
the United States, over the 
issuance of commemorative 
stamp in Cambridge. 

The committee feels the 
issuance should have taken 
place in Andover to honor 
Salem Poor, one of the first 
Black heroes of the Revolution. 

In a letter to the Postmaster 
General, Mrs. Norma Gam- 
mon, bicentennial chairman, 
notes that Poor, a black slave 
freed by his master, John Poor 
of Andover, was from Andover, 
and she questions why the com- 
memorative starhp was issued 
in Cambridge. Also, the com- 
mittee is desirous of knowing 
how Salem Poor was chosen as 
a subject for the stamp. 

Historical research done by 
Col. Edward Harris of Andover, 
shows that Salem Poor served 
through most of the Revolution. 
His residence in the register of 
those who served in the war is 
listed as Andover, and he was a 
member of the First Andover 
Company. He was listed to 
serve for a term of three years 
through Jan. 1, 1780. 

The text of the letter forward- 
ed to Washington by Mrs. Gam- 
mon: 


Dear Sir: 

‘The Andover Bicentennial 
Commission was recently es- 
tablished by the Town of An- 
dover in Essex County, 
Massachusetts, to develop and 
carry out plans for the celebra- 
tion of the 200th anniversary of 
the American Revolution. 
There are many ways in which 
Andover played a part in that 
war, but perhaps the most im- 
portant of these was 
represented by the men and 
women of the town who took an 
active part in the political and 
military life of the times. 


‘‘We were pleased to hear 
that a commemorative stamp 
honoring ‘‘Contributors to the 
Cause”’ was to be issued honor- 
ing Salem Poor, a resident of 
Andover, a black slave who had 
been freed by his master, John 
Poor, and who had enlisted in 
Captain Benjamin Ames’ Com- 
pany, Col. James Frye’s Regi- 
ment. Captain Ames’ Company 
was one of the two companies 
of Minute Men raised by the 
Town of Andover. In fact, both

Captain Ames and Col. James 
Frye were normally residents 
of Andover, and all of the men 
of Ames’ company were from 
that town. While Salem Poor is 
not listed in the roll of men of 
the company who marched on 
the alarm of April 19, 1775, he 
doubtless went to Cambridge 
and enlisted there, as others 
seem to have done, in a com- 
pany from his home town. 

‘‘As you doubtless are aware, 
Salem Poor was in the military 
service throughout most of the 
war. His name appears, for ex- 
ample, on the list of men raised 
to serve in the Continental 
Army from the Ist Andover Co., 
(of the state militia, to which 
all-able-bodied men belonged, 
used for mobilization purposes) 
as returned by Capt. Samuel 
Johnson; residence, Andover; 
engaged for town of Andover; 
term, 3 years, to expire Jan. h, 
1780 (Mass. Soldiers and Sailors 
of the Revolution). 

“It came as a great disap- 
pointment to us when it was an- 
nounced that the first day of 
issue of this stamp com- 
memorating an Andover man 
was to be held at Cambridge, 
rather than at Andover. As we 
understand it here, a ceremony 
of some dimensions was held 
that day in Cambridge. I am 
writing you at this time to 
register a complaint as to the 
selection of a town in which to 
hold such a ceremony and to 
offer the cancellation of the 
first-day covers for stamp 
collectors throughout the coun- 
try, 

‘Will you be so kind as to in- 
form me in order that the town 
may be informed, as to: 

l( How Salem Poor was 
chosen as a subject for this 
stamp? 

2( Why Cambridge and not 
Andover was selected for the 
first-day of issue of the 
stamp?”

Behavior Classrooms Considered 


The overwhelming majority 
of Andover students are doing a 
fine job, Superintendent 
Kenneth R. Seifert told the 
school committee last week. 

However, he said, a few are 
causing such difficulties it 
might become necessary to set 
up special behavior classrooms. 

It's time to start thinking 
about the 99 per cent who 
behave, by taking care of the 
minority who don’t Seifert said. 

In that vain, he said he had 
directed the administrators to 
push for quick action on those 
who are causing problems - - 
such as using profanity in the 
classrooms, chronic tardiness, 
absenteeism, class-cutting. 

‘‘We will have to be much 
more deliberate,’ Seifert said, 
adding that one solution might 
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be to actually set up behavior 
classes. Other possibilities in- 
clude sending those youngsters 
out to special classes under the 
766 program. For those who are 
‘normal’ but just cause trou- 
ble, he said, ‘‘we may have to 
expel them.” 

The expulsion route, he said, 
had not been used in ‘‘many, 
many years.”’ 

Seifert said the ‘‘trouble 
makers’ cover a wide range of 
behavior. 

One group the schools will 
have to focus on, he said, are 
those youngsters who have lit- 
tle or no respect for the schools. 

When we meet with the 
parents, he said, it’s obvious 
that they also have little or no 
respect for them either. 

Some can be suspended three 
or four times, he said, with lit- 
tle success.

Bridge 
Sitting

This is another in a series of ar- 
ticles about the Andover Village 
Improvement Society reser- 
rations in’ tndover. AVIS ac- 
quires woodlands, green areas, 
wetlands and riverbanks to 
preserve their trees, plants, 
wildlife and scenic beauty. Walk- 
ing (trails are maintained for 
public use, and all activities con- 
sistent with conservational objec- 
lives are encouraged. 

Within a mile of Town Hall the 
Shawsheen River Reservation 
preserves 27 acres or rural An- 
dover. It is essentially open 
giusSland and affords a pleasant 
observation of fauna and flower 
along the banks of the Shawsheen 
Kiver as well as providing a pop- 
ular tishing spot. 

This land was purchased from 
Mr. and Mrs. Chester D. Abbott 
in 1963. As AVIS already owned 
the Vale Reservation at this 
lime. it afforded a continuous 


stretch of public land from Cen- 
tral St. to Ballardvale, preser- 
ving the west side of the river for 
townspeople to enjoy. 

This reservation is easily 
reached from the center of town 
by following Central St. to the 
Abbott Bridge (Horn Bridge). 
Inter between the bridge and the 
railroad overpass where AVIS 
signs are posted. Walk across the 
meadow and cross a brook on a 
newly constructed footbridge. 
This is New Hope stream, the 
oullet for Baker's Meadow. 
l‘ollow the trail left toward the 
river where it remains near it for 
sume distance. Continue on until 
a stile provides a means of cross- 
ing a wire fence. This marks the 
end of the Shawsheen Reserva- 
tion and one can turn back or con- 
linue across a small town owned 
piece of land, then on through 
AVIS’s Vale Reservation to 
Ballardvale. 

The Shawsheen River has long 


been appreciated by enthusiastic 
sportspersons for canoeing. It 
rises as a quiet little meadow 
stream in Bedford and eventually 


{lows into the Merrimack River. 


in Lawrence. One can easily put 
in off Dale St. in Ballardvale and 
canoe downstream through this 
winding, seemingly remote area 
vl wilderness, stopping at the Ab- 
bott Bridge or traversing the 
rapids under it and going on to a 
dam farther downstream.

the river which seems to be using 
its exposed roots as long gangly 
legs on which to stand. Small 
children will be able to walk 
between the roots and speculate 
as to the cause of it. Farther 
along a large oak tree is unusual- 
ly heavy with gouty oak galls, 
euch the size of a large marble. 
These are growths caused when a 
particular insect lays its eggs in 
the plant stem. Although alar- 
ming lo see they don’t apparent- 
ly affect the health of the tree. 

Another very interesting 
feature of this reservation is the 
evidence of succession, or 
progression of vegetation from 
prassland to forest. Along the 
edge of the field goldenrod, 
brambles and shrubs are begin- 
ning to spring up. Beyond this are 
the fast growing trees such as the 
uspens and birches which are 
able to thrive on poor soil. These 
short-lived, fast rotting trees 
build up the soil quickly and at 
the same time prevent erosion 
with their routs and canopy of 
leaves which filters the rain 
down slowly onto the soil. Alders 
are alsu considered nurse trees 
and are abundant along the river 
banks. Enough sunlight can filter 
through the leaves of these trees 
lo nourish seedlings of the per- 
manent forest trees. Here these 
ure the maples, oaks, and pines, 
‘Their dense cover by the needles 
und leaves drowns out with shade 
the very trees which nurtured 
them. At this stage the perma- 
nent or climax forest is establish- 
cd. Being able to read the 
landscape can tell the past, pre- 
sent and a great deal about the 
lulure of an area. ;

How To Handle 


Minor Accidents 


It’s always frightening 
because it’s always unex- 
pected. You’re driving 
along, minding your own 
business, keeping your eyes 
on the road, when suddenly 
you hear the blast of a horn, 
the screeching of brakes, 
and WHAM! 

You've had an accident. 
Everyone's all right, but 
your car and that other one 
that seemed to come from 
nowhere are in an awful 
mess. The shock and spills 
are over, but ahead of you 
lies a lot of expense, worry 
and red tape. 

In order to minimize the 
bureaucratic and legal com- 
plexities surrounding your 
accident it is a good idea to 
immediately obtain perti- 
nent information from the 
driver of the other vehicle. 


- Accompanying this article is 


a checklist which the ALA 
Auto and Travel Club has 
prepared for you to clip out 
and keep in the glove com- 
partment of your car. Should 
you have the misfortune to 
have an accident, use this 
form as an aid in noting 
down facts that you may 
need later for filling out 
police reports and insurance 
claims. 

Stapel this form to a blank 


other driver, as well as the 
license number of the vehi- 
cle. Ask to see his registra- 
tion also. If there are any 
passengers in the other car, 
write down the names and 
addresses of all witnesses; 
you may need them in the 
event of a court case. 
Remember, the law re- 
quires that you show your 
license and registration to 
the other party at his re- 
quest, whether or not the ac- 
cident was your fault. 


But be careful not to offer 
any unnecessary informa- 
tion to the other party or to 
witnesses that might be 
damaging to you later. 
Never voluntarily admit 
that you were responsible 
.for the accident; even if you 
were responsible, the 
smartest move is to clam up 
until the police arrive. Even 
a sympathetic ‘“‘Gee, I’m 
sorry’’ could be misinter- 
preted by a witness. You 
owe a full explanation only 
to the police. 


But even more important 
than legal considerations, is 
the physical safety of 
yourself and others.

Results In Penalty 


The fuel penalty for each 
additional 100 pounds of 
direct weight can run as 
high as 32 gallons a year for 
a full-size car, according to 
a report recently published 
by General Motors. 

The question of weight ad- 
dition has become important 
because of the debate over 
proposed additional govern- 
ment safety, damageability, 
and emission standards 
which will increase weight 
and hurt fuel economy. 

GM says that gasoline 
consumption under city- 
suburban driving conditions 
has been found to increase 
initially about seven gallons 
per 100 pounds of added 
weight during one car year, 
or 10,000 miles of use. 
Ilowever, the auto maker 
says, such an increase in 
fuel use does not take into 
account the fact that as 
vehicle weight increases, 
acceleration performance 
suffers. Valid comparisons 
of fuel economy potential 
can only be made between 
cars with equal perfor- 
mance. 

To maintain equal perfor- 
mance, fuel consumption 
more than doubles to 16 
gallons for every hundred 
pounds of added weight, GM 
reports. 

There are indirect effects, 
too. Each direct increase of 
100 pounds can easily 
generate a hundred pounds 


of additional changes to 
maintain the performance, 
function, and durability of 
all other car components the 
manufacturer says. 

“This magnifies the 
significance of each pound 
added and makes the fuel 
consumption penalty grow 
to 32 gallons per car year for 
each 100 pounds of direct 
weight added,’ GM_ says. 
“In fuel cost alone (at 50 
cents per gallon) this means 
that the customer will pay 
$16 every year .

Quietly, sound engineers 
are hunting for ways to save 
us not only from sounds we 
can hear now, but also from 
sounds which we can’t yet 
hear and hopefully never 
will. 

A surprising fact about 
sound control when applied 
to motor vehicles: even 
when the noisiest vehicles 
are quieted, total traffic 
noise levels might still be 
considered unacceptable. 

Motor vehicle manufac- 
turers have been conducting 
vehicle noise research for 
many years. They have 
found that truck and bus 
noise comes from several 
sources; the engine, exhaust 
system, cooling fan and 
other vehicle components, 
including tires on pavement 
at speeds above 35 miles per 
hour. 

Through experimentation 
they’ve found ways of

These 
methods are expensive and 
are not all standard produc- 
tion items yet, but improved 
technology is” being used. 
New trucks are a lot less 
noisy then those of just a few 
years ago. 

Engineers are having to 
overcome some problems 
along the way. A more ef- 
ficient muffler can also in- 
crease engine back 
pressure, reducing usable 
horsepower and increasing 
fuel consumption. Insulating 
an engine can also raise heat 
levels to the danger point, 
not to mention additional ex- 
pense and inconvenience for 
mechanics. 


It is true - - when 
noiseproducing vehicles are 
removed from traffic, the 
total acoustical noise level 
is reduced. However, com- 
bined sources add to the 
total noise level by 
logarithmic proportions, in- 
stead of arithmetically. 
Therefore, half of the 
vehicles of equal sound- 
producing ability could be 
removed or quieted and still 
the total acoustical noise 
level would be reduced by 
only a small percentage; not 
by one-half. 

The Motor Vehicle 
Manufacturers Association 
has urged an overall ap- 
proach to community noise 
abatement programs. There 
is a role, not only for the 
vehicle manufacturer, but 
for the highway designer, 
for the legislator, enforce- 
ment officers, and for in- 
dividual drivers and users of 
sound-producing products. 

The Environmental 
Protection Agency, under 
provisions of the federal 
Noise Control Act, is ex- 
pected soon to tell vehicle 
manufacturers that their 
new trucks, will have to.meet 
certain noise standards. But 


even before the federal act, 
the industry had made much 
progress in vehicle noise 
contol.
